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Spike Lee addresses *Chiraq’ controversy

“A lot of things have been said about this film 
by people who know nothing about the film,” 
Spike Lee told media at a news conference 
Thursday morning, breaking his silence since 
news of his plans for a movie about violence in 
Chicago surfaced last month. 

“A lot of people have opinions about the 
so-called title of the film,” he said of “Chiraq,” 
which is expected to begin filming in Chicago 
in June. (“So-called” suggests this may be a 
working title, but Lee did not clarify, nor did 
he answer questions from reporters.) 

“So we thought it was appropriate 
that we say what the narrative is— the film- 
makers, the people doing this. Not people 
who are judging from afar, and again, don’t 
know what the hell they’re talking about.” 

Standing with Lee was St. Sabina pastor Rev 
Michael Pfleger, actor and Evanston native 
John Cusack and members of Purpose Over 
Pain, who held up photos of their children who 
were killed by gun violence. They also held 
posters that read “Put the guns down.” 

The project has had controversy attached 


to it from the moment news of it hit the 
Web in April. After it was announced. Mayor 
Emanuel said he told Lee in person of his dis- 
taste for the “Chiraq” movie title. 

“I am lOO percent sure that the great city 
of Chicago can survive a film of conscience ...” 
Cusack said. “I love my city of Chicago— all 
of Chicago— and I would never do anything 
to hurt it. Em very proud to be in this film and 
stand with Eather Pfleger and Spike and with 
the people of St. Sabina.” 

Many had assumed the film would take a 
grim approach to its story of violence in the 
Englewood neighborhood, and Thursday’s re- 
marks were resoundingly on the serious side. 

However, earlier this week ScreenDaily 
reported that the script is a modern-day 
re-imagining of the ancient Greek comedy 
“Lysis trata.” In the bawdy original, by Aristo- 
phanes, the women of Greece band together 
and withhold sex until their men put an end 
to war. Lee’s film would purportedly update 
the action and set it in Chicago. 

Lee called into question the perceptions 
that already have been created about the film. 


“Way, way back when I made ‘Do the Right 
Thing,’ there were people who said this film 
would cause riots all across America. That 
black people were going to run amok. ... But 
those people ended up being on the wrong 
side of history And the same is going to hap- 
pen in Chicago. They are going look stupid. ... 
We’re here for peace. We have to stop this.” 

He cited news reports of 14 shootings in 
the city Wednesday “I’ve made many trips to 
Chicago in preparation for this film,” he said. 
‘And Tuesday morning I took the 6:30 flight 
from La Guardia {Airport in New York], land- 
ed at 7:30 and by 10 a.m. I was at a funeral. 
One of the members of our production team, 
his brother was shot down in cold blood.” 

Cusack also underscored the project’s seri- 
ous aspirations. “Spike called me up and told 
me what he was up to. We met and he looked 
me in the eye and said, ‘Johnny the only rea- 
son to do this film is to help save lives,’ ” Cu- 
sack said. 

Said Pfleger: “We’re not painting a city 
we’re painting a reality that’s difficult and 
hard.”

Police charge 18-year-old 
with driving stolen vehicle

Trouble has followed i8 -year-old Herbert 
Pulgar since 2012, his mother said, when his 
winning design for a new city sticker drew 
controversy for images of what some termed 
as gang symbols. 

That trouble got deeper Tuesday when he 
was arrested and charged with possession of a 
stolen motor vehicle. 

Early morning Tuesday, police noticed Pul- 
gar, of the 3100 block of West Logan Boule- 
vard, driving without headlights on in a ve- 
hicle that matched the description of a stolen 
van, according to a Chicago police report filed 
after his arrest. 

Pulgar’s mother, Jessica Loor, says her son 
was a passenger in the vehicle, not the driver. 

Police started following the vehicle, which 
made several turns in an attempt to get away 
and then crashing into a parked car that then 
crashed into three other cars, prosecutors 
said at a court hearing Wednesday 

Pulgar attempted to get away on foot along 
with a fellow suspect whom the police report 
does not identify Pulgar was found hiding un- 
der a nearby porch, the report states. 

Pulgar was charged with possession of a sto- 
len vehicle, a felony as well as driving without 
a license and various traffic violations. Judge 
Peggy Chiampas ordered him released on his 
own recognizance and recommended elec- 
tronic monitoring at Wednesday’s hearing. 

Loor broke down in tears in the hallway of 
the Leighton Criminal Court Building after 
the hearing. She saw this coming ever since 
the city sticker incident, she said. 

“Ever since that happened, it’s been a 
downward spiral,” Loor said. 

Police as well as neighborhood gang mem- 
bers now see her son as a gang member, which 


she denies, and both 
groups have put a tar- 
get on his back, she 
said. 

“Police told him, ‘If 
we catch you, we’re 
going to lock you up,’ ” 
Loor said. 

And local gangs 
are a threat to her son as well, she said— the 
family’s home has been tagged, and she has 
received Eacebook messages saying, “I hope 


your son dies.” 

“I don’t like him to go outside,” Loor said. 

Pulgar has always loved to draw, his moth- 
er says, and in 2012 his design won a contest 
and was chosen to decorate that year’s city 
stickers. The award was rescinded after some 
pointed out that the design contained illustra- 
tions that resembled gang symbols. 

Pulgar and Loor worked together on the 
design for the city sticker, Loor said, and she 
strenuously denied that any of the illustra- 
tions were gang symbols. 


Neither Pulgar’s arrest report nor prosecu- 
tors in court Wednesday mentioned whether 
Pulgar had gang affiliations. 

Complicating matters, Pulgar has been di- 
agnosed with mood disorders, and he has the 
mental capacity of a 13-year-old, Loor said. 

If something doesn’t change quickly Loor 
is afraid her son will be killed. 

‘At the end of the day deep down in my 
heart, I feel like that’s what’s going to hap- 
pen,” she said, breaking down in tears.

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Survey: Chicago is sixth-best in bikeability

Chicago is the sixth-most bikeable city in the 
country according to a new survey 
The cit/s bike score increased this year by al- 
most nine full points, thanks to new protected 
bike lanes and bike paths, according to Walk 
Score, a division of real estate website Redfin, 
which published the rankings Thursday 

Chicago, which earned a “bike score” of 70.2 
out of 100, is behind No. i Minneapolis (with a 
score of 81.3), No. 2 San Francisco, No. 3 Port- 
land, No. 4 Denver and No. 5 Boston. 

The Walk Score list counters Chicago’s rank- 
ing last year as the second-most “bike-friendly” 
city in Bicycling Magazine’s biennial ranking, 
behind New"ferk City 

Redfin’s Bike Score weighs components in- 
cluding bike lanes, terrain, destinations and 
road connectivity and the share of local work- 
ers’ commutes traveled by bicycle. 

Chicago has more than 200 miles of on-street 
bike paths. Three years ago. Mayor Emanuel 
pledged to make the city the most bike-friendly 
in the country with a goal of delivering 645 miles 
of regular and protected bikeways by 2020.

Amtrak train crash 
death toll climbs to 8 


The death toll from the Philadelphia Amtrak 
wreck rose to eight with the discovery of an- 
other body in a mangled railcar Thursday 
while a lawyer for the train’s engineer said 
his client has no recollection of the crash and 
wasn’t on his cellphone or using drugs or al- 
cohol. 

A cadaver dog found the eighth body in 
the wreckage of the first passenger car nearly 
36 hours after the crash, Fire Commissioner 
Derrick Sawyer said. 

Officials believe they have now accounted 
for all 243 people who were thought to have 
been aboard the train, Philadelphia Mayor Mi- 
chael Nutter said. 

Amtrak, meanwhile, said limited train 
service between Philadelphia and New York 
should resume on Monday 

Federal investigators have said the train 
was barreling through the city at io6 mph 
before it ran off the rails along a sharp bend 
where the speed limit drops to 50 mph. But 
they don’t know why it was going so fast. 

“I don’t think that any commonsense, ra- 
tional person would think that it was OK 
to travel at that level of speed knowing that 
there was a pretty significant restriction on 
how fast you could go through that turn,” the 
mayor said Thursday repeating criticism of 
the engineer he made a day earlier. 

Lawyer Robert Goggin told ABC News 
that engineer Brandon Bostian, 32, of New 
York City, suffered a concussion in Tuesday 
night’s wreck and had 15 staples in his head, 
along with stitches in one leg. 

“He remembers coming into the curve. He 
remembers attempting to reduce speed and 
thereafter he was knocked out,” Goggin said. 
But he said Bostian does not recall anything 
out of the ordinary and does not remember us- 


On Thursday, Amtrak President Joseph 
Boardman said the nation’s passenger rail- 
road will begin operating long-sought safety 
technology, called positive train control, 
throughout its busy Northeast Corridor by 
the end of the year. The technology was 
installed on the tracks where the accident 
occurred, but it had not been turned on be- 
cause further testing was needed, he said in 
an interview.

The lawyer said the next thing the engineer 
remembered was coming to, retrieving his 
cellphone and calling 91 1 for help. He said the 
engineer’s cellphone was off and stored in his 
bag before the accident, as required. 

‘As a result of his concussion, he has ab- 
solutely no recollection whatsoever of the 
events,” Goggin said. He said he believes the 
engineer’s memory will probably return once 
the head injury subsides. 

Goggin said that his client “cooperated 
fully” with police and told them “everything 
that he knew,” immediately consenting to a 
blood test and surrendering his cellphone. He 
said he had not been drinking or doing drugs. 
Nutter said Thursday that the engineer spoke 
only briefly to officers, telling them he did not 
want to be interviewed. 

Federal accident investigators also want to 
talk to Bostian but planned to give him a day or 
two to recover from the shock of the accident. 

The engineer hit the emergency brakes mo- 
ments before the crash but slowed the train 
to only 102 mph by the time the locomotive’s 
black box stopped recording data, according 
to Robert Sumwalt of the National Transpor- 
tation Safety Board.

But this isn’t 
an indifferent mess of 
one-upmanship, like 
a parade of dunks at the NBA All- Star game. 
No, the franchise’s first movie since 1985’s 
“Mad Max Beyond Thunderdome” offers con- 
trolled chaos in the sense that you actually can 
see what’s happening in the never-glorified 
action, and the filmmaker’s vision isn’t just,

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*Pitch Perfect’ made my nerdy hobby cool 


From the pitch pipes 
and matching outfits 
to the girls trying 
to beatbox, I pretty 
much lived the entire 
plot of “Pitch Per- 
fect” in college. Ex- 
cept for the projectile 
vomiting. Oh, and 
no one ever thought 
I was sexier for sing- 
ing the bassline of a 
cover song. 

See, in 2002, when 
I started my univer- 
sity’s first all-female a cappella group with a 
couple of friends, there weren’t major motion 
pictures and reality TV shows saturating the 
market, telling our soon- to-be fans that what 
we were doing was remotely attractive. 

We were just girls who grew up singing in 
traditional choirs, wishing we could be more 
like the laid-back, male a cappella groups 
such as (now hugely famous) Straight No 
Chaser from Indiana University So we tried. 
And I’m happy to say that our group. Minor 
Detail, is still going strong at Truman State 
University in Kirksville, Mo. 

But it took a lot of work. Female voices, 
by their very nature, can’t hit the low notes 
that really round out a song like men’s voices 
can. (Notice how the Bellas’ background 
vocals sounded so much like the real song at 
the end of “Pitch Perfect”? You can thank 
Chloe’s {Brittany Snow} vocal nodes/deep 
voice for that.) And then there’s the issue 
of beatboxing, or “vocal percussion,” as the 
true a cappella nerds call it. Even though 
some of us learned how to make drum 
sounds with our mouths, I always felt so 
masculine doing it. 

No matter how good we sounded, visually 
we were still just a bunch of girls lined up in a 
formation, singing songs we hoped sounded 
like the originals. The dance moves we tried

fell short, and we laughed harder at our own 
jokes than anyone in the audience did. We’d 
watch our all-male counterpart. True Men, fill 
auditoriums and easily wow people with their 
harmonies, jokes and, most of all, charm. 
Minor Detail was lucky to see a fraction of 
their audiences at our shows. Even though we 
thought we sounded better, spent more time 
and money on our concert promotion and 
found snazzier ways to entertain our audi- 
ences than the guys, we just couldn’t garner as 
much attention as they could. 

Fast-forward a decade when “Pitch Per- 
fect” so aptly redefined female a cappella. 

The movie starts off with the men clearly 


in the lead. They have the swagger; the fun 
moves; the sex appeal. The girls are boring 
and stiff Enter Beca (Anna Kendrick), who is 
willing to buck the system and try something 
new BAM— the Bellas were aca-hot. 

Never mind that in a real-life live perfor- 
mance, the ladies’ well-choreographed dance 
moves never would allow them to sound as 
good as they sound. And while the “riff-offs” 
are badass, c’mon, there’s just no way any 
group could pull off those arrangements on 
the fly 

None of that matters because the average 
“Pitch Perfect” viewer doesn’t realize these 
things. All they see are attractive females 


being made to look even cuter based solely 
on their singing and dancing talent. That just 
raises the profile of this style of singing that I 
hold so near and dear. And judging by the box 
office numbers and buzz around the sequel, it 
looks like I’m not alone. 

After seeing the first “Pitch Perfect,” I 
went in search of a current-day video of 
Minor Detail and was happy to see the ladies 
have found a way to sound good while also 
incorporating fancy choreography Do they 
sound as polished as the Bellas? Certainly 
not. But that’s what you get without Hol- 
lywood’s post-production sound editing and 
Auto-Tune.

If we’re going to 
criticize Adam 
Sandler for his movies 
that push minorities 
to the side (and we 
are), “Pitch Perfect 
2” deserves the same 
evaluation. A cappella commentators (John 
Michael Higgins and Elizabeth Banks, the 
latter botching her feature directorial debut) 
say bigoted things about minorities, and the 
joke never feels like it’s on the ignorant hosts. 
Meanwhile, the non-white members of the 
Barden Bellas are nothing but comic relief, 
treated as conduits for repetitive endorse- 
ments of stereotypes. Cynthia-Rose (Ester 
Dean), who is black and a lesbian, also has her 
femininity questioned. Just to make sure the 
characters are as foolishly judgmental of each 
other as possible. 

And it’s not in a friendly ball-busting way 
Like its predecessor, which disturbingly has 
been embraced by the mainstream despite 
its persistent mean streak, “PP2” mistakes 
rudeness for entertaining sass.

constantly exhibit needless, unexamined 
cruelty toward others. I thought this was sup- 
posed to be fun? 

To be fair, in no other movie will you see 
Clay Matthews and fellow members of the 
Green Bay Packers singing “Bootylicious,” or 
a German a cappella sensation known as Das 
Sound Machine doing “Thong Song.” The lat- 
ter group is the main rival of the inferior Bellas 
as they try to win world championships, par- 
tially because the three-time national champs 
are banned from collegiate competition (due 
to a painful opening sequence involving Eat 
Amy {Rebel Wilson} unintentionally flashing 
President Obama, and not with her boobs) 
and partially because writer Kay Cannon 
flgured, “If it worked for ‘D2: The Mighty 
Ducks,’ it works for me.” 

At least “PP2” has fewer gags involving 
starting a word with aca-. Sometimes it’s a 
little sweet, as new Bella Emily (Hailee Stein- 


feld) and Benji (Ben Platt) get all blushy and 
mumbly around each other. But most of the 
girls are given no dimension whatsoever, and 
Beca’s (Anna Kendrick, clearly uninspired) 
secret internship/attempt to And her own 
musical voice digs a hole and stays there. 

The first “Pitch Perfect” was only appro- 
priate as sing-along. The slightly less unkind 
“PP2” also offers minimal detail about the 


building of the songs/performances, some- 
thing that is an afterthought in a franchise 
that should be albums, not movies. “If you like 
music, it’s a good movie,” said some guy on 
his way out of the theater. Because we want to 
believe all the world’s a cappella groups cover 
Journey? Or that Eat Amy should be allowed 
within 500 yards of ATribe Called Quest’s 
“Scenario”? Disagree times 20, man.

“Lambert & Stamp,” a documentary both in- 
triguing and imperfect, shares juicy informa- 
tion yet remains at a certain distance. After 
the movie, I felt like I had heard a lot of cool 
stuff and yet never got that close to anyone 
involved. The title comes not from a hypo- 
thetical TNT cop drama but the last names 
of the managers of The Who who only 
obtained that role as part of their mission to 
make a little-known band hugely popular and 
helm a movie about the whole process. “We

Stamp (who passed away in late 2012 and is 
the younger brother of actor Terence Stamp) 
in a recent interview for the film. That’s a 
pretty fantastically rock ’n’ roll attitude — 
also reminiscent of legendary manager Shep 
Gordon, star of Mike Myers’ entertaining 
doc “Supermensch: “The Legend of Shep 
Gordon”— and one evident in The Who as 
well before the band became huge. 

I’m not going to name Who songs to 
remind you about them. If you can’t name 
a Who song, get on the Internet now and 
musically educate yourself 

Guitarist Pete Townshend had written 
one song by the time the group’s managers 
came on board. It’s interesting to see how 
Kit Lambert, the son of a classical com- 
poser and advocate for changing The Who’s 


previous name (The High Numbers) because 
he thought it sounded like Bingo, played a 
significant role in spotting the best of Town- 
shend’s writing over time and pushing lesser 
proposed songs to the sidelines. 

Yet there’s that issue of narrative remove 
that director James D. Cooper can’t solve. 
That applies to the drug problems of Lam- 
bert (who passed away in 1981) and Moon 


(who died in 1978) and much of the musical 
landscape as The Who was establishing itself 
The poorly paced “Lambert & Stamp” could 
use an edit and a closer look at the inner- 
workings and day-to-day operations of the 
band. But it’s a decent look back at an era 
of great music and iconic personalities that 
reminds how overdue a Keith Moon biopic 
is. Please cast Jason Schwartzman in that.

The first tweet from Shearer’s account 
quickly was followed by another: “This be- 
cause I wanted what we’ve always had: the 
freedom to do other work. Of course, I wish 
him the very best. (2/2)” 

His name began trending on Twitter follow- 
ing the announcement. 

Hours after the initial tweets. Shearer com- 
mented on the response: 

“Thanks, Simpsons fans, for your support.” 

Shearer has been with the show since it

Hibbert, Scratchy Reverend Lovejoy and Otto 
among many other Springfield favorites. 

A statement from A 1 Jean and fellow “Simp- 
sons” executive producers James L. Brooks and 
Matt Groening said Shearer “was offered the 
same deal the rest of the cast accepted, and 
passed.” 

Shearer did not respond to a request for 
comment. 

On May 4, the Fox Broadcasting Company 
announced it renewed “The Simpsons” for 
a 27th and 28th season, taking the series to 
625 episodes. 

The show has won numerous awards, in- 
cluding 31 Emmys, 31 Annie Awards and a 2015 
People’s Choice Award, according to Fox.

Michaels looks ahead as *SNL’ ends Season 40 


By Associated Press 

With less than two hours before dress re- 
hearsal for the Mother’s Day edition of “Sat- 
urday Night Live,” the mood seemed relaxed. 
Studio 8H at NBC’s 30 Rockefeller Plaza, 
where guest host Reese Witherspoon would 
soon preside, was almost deserted. And Lome 
Michaels, “SNL’ creator and executive pro- 
ducer, exuded mellowness as he welcomed a 
reporter to his office just past 6 p.m. to chat 
about the 40th season (which concludes Sat- 
urday at 10:30 p.m., with Louis C.K. hosting) 
as well as late-night TV in general and what 
lies ahead. Here’s an edited version of that 
conversation: 

You’re in the home stretch of a remarkabie 
season. 

It’s been an odd season. The high point 
came in February with our doing the 40th 
{anniversary special}. There were so many 
moving parts, and all the emotion. When it 
turned out as well as it did, I think we were 
all stunned. Then I, for one, was very happy 
to get back to doing the normal shows. 


But the season finaie won’t be exactiy 
normai, wiii it? 

It’s always complicated, because you have 
a feeling of, “I’d like to go into the summer 
with a great memory of that show,” so you 
feel a different kind of pressure. The way you 
get through the season is: There’s always next 
week. And then, with the finale, there’s three 
months of summer. But it always works out. 

There’s been some turnover in the cast the 
iast coupie of seasons, especiaiiy after the 
ioss of Kristen Wiig, Fred Armisen, Andy 
Samberg and Jason Sudeikis. Is the dust 
beginning to settie? 

What I’m most pleased with this season is 
this cast. It FEELS like it’s a cast. I think 
they feel good about themselves, like it’s 
their time, and that the audience is com- 
pletely behind them. {Weekend} Update 
was the hardest transition {with last season’s 
departure of longtime anchor Seth Meyers}. 
But now it’s in a really good place with Colin 
{Jost} and Michael {Che}. 


David Letterman is ieaving after a totai of 
33 years in iate-night taik, at age 68. You’ve 
been running “Saturday Night Live” for 40 
years, aiong with many other projects, and 
this season you observed your 70th birth- 
day. Do you have an exit strategy? 

I have no plans not to be here. It’s what I 
do, I love it, and I feel really strong and clear 
about what I want to do. In terms of the 
hours, and how hard it is, well, the sched- 
ule is the schedule. I leave here on Tuesday 
nights around 2 o’clock in the morning. That 
hasn’t changed, although there are many, 
many people who, when I leave, are still here 
writing. 

To use a tennis metaphor, after a certain 
point you can’t keep charging the net, and 
you fall back to the lob game. But you still 
can win. I think I care just as much as I did 
at the beginning, and I think, at lots of levels. 
I’m better at it now You learn to trust signs 
that something isn’t going to work earlier 
than you used to, or that this person is talk- 
ing nonsense earlier than you used to, and 
you’re confident enough to say “We’ve got it. 



Let’s move on.” 

But it’s still scary every week. Dress 
rehearsal is always still a mess. You go, “How 
did I think this was going to work?” And 
then you scramble, and everybody pulls it 
together.
